FORGERY OF A CHEQUE, 


Robert McCann, an American, was 


charged with forging Mr A, H. Kennio’s 
home LO i cheque bar S500, z 

He pleaded not guilty, 

The following jury was empanelled, viz.— 
A, Weill, N. K. Davidson, G. Fda Roza, 
J.T. de Sou, J. Ross, Wy Schumacher 
and W, Schmidt. : 

Tho Acting Atto“noy General (Mr A, G. 
Wise) addyessing the jury, suid phe prisoner 
stool charged with Forving the name of Mr 
A, H. Rennie. uo merchant in tho Colony, 
to a cheque for $500. on 29th. March dast, 
with intent to defraud. Mr Rennie would 
tell them that, although he had seen the 
aun twice Lefore, be never authorized him 
ta sign any cheques inbis name. At 5 pan. 
on the day in question, tho prisoner went 
to tailor’s shop’ in Queon’s Road (Ah 
Men, Hing Cheong and Co.), accom 
panied by a frient, and purchased 
sonte clothing. He stid he had no money 
just then to pay for tho goods, but-he would 
write cut a cheque for the amount, He 
produced a cheque book, and wrote out 4 
cheque for $500, signing the name of A. B. 
Rennic. Fortunately, detectives were ontho 
track of the prisoner acd hia friond, and, 
whilst prisoner was filling out the cheque. 
one of them eritered the shup and arrosted 
prisoner's companion, A second detective 
avrasted tho prisoner at the door, At tho 
Police station, prisoner was searched, aud a 
numbor of pieces of paper, ete. firere amony 
his belongings. The prisoner, when the 
constable’s back was turned, grabbed some 
of this and put it into his mouth. One 
piece of the payer wns rescued and 
found to be the part, of the cheque 
bearing the forged signature. The story of 
the prisoner was that he came from 
Honolulu seeking employment aa an 
olectrical cngiucer, and was after the con- 
tract for tho electric lighting of the Contra} 
Marl There wag nv doubt that he went, 
with his friend, to Mr Wiekham and also to 
Mr Chatham, but nething came of these 
visits. ‘The other man had been discharged 
hy the Police Magistrate. - 

Mc Rennie said that he had n visit of the 
two men on tho 26th March, They asked 
Lim to assist them as they ‘were down in 
their tuck. The prisoner said ho was an 
electrical engincer und had a conrract signed. 
bya Chinaman -te light tho Central 
Market. Witness saw the contract, but 
did not read jt. Prisoner sai they 
came from Honolulu. Witness told them 
that, in his opinion, there was no chance in 
tho world of getting tho contruet,, Witness 
recommended them to go and see Mr 
Wickham, They caine bick and said thoy 
had been to Me Chathuo, who, they said, 
hat promised te sive, them tho contract 
mentioned, The signature pn the ‘portiol 
of the cheque for $509 was nut witnees'y 
Hignature, ner was it anything Vike it 
Witness never authorised prisoner to sigh 
his name. ! 

Othor evidenca was led. . 

Tha Jury, after heariny all the wituesses, 
returnod a upaniruoas verdict of guilty with 
& recommondation to mercy. 

His Lordship, taking into consideration 
the Jury's recommondation, ecntenced pri- 
soner to underga eighteen months’ hard. 
lnbour.
